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Who was St. Malachy? Please 
give an account of his life. 

St. Malachy was born in 
Armagh in the year 1094. His 
family name was O’ Margair and 

Bernard assures us that he 
was of noble birth. He received 
his early education under the 
learned O'Hagan. He later be- 
came Abbot of Armagh. He was 


‘ordained in 1119 and then went. 


to Lismore, where he spent al- 
most two years perfecting him- 
self in sacred liturgy and theo. 
logy under the direction of 
Maichus. He was chosen Abbot 
of Bangor in 1123 and about a 
year later was consecrated 
Bishop of Connor. In 1132 he 
was given the title of Primate ol 
Armagh. 

Bernard telis us that dur 
ing the three years spent in 
Armagh he accomplished great 
works for the honor and glory ot 
God and the good of religion 

Bernard further “Hay 
ing extirpated barbarism 
re-established Catholic morals, 
seeing all things tranquil, he be- 
gan to think of his own peace 

He resigned from Armagh in 
11388. Early in the vear 1159 
he went to Rome. Again in the 
year 1148 he set for Rome 
but when he arrived at Clair- 
vaux he became seriously ill and 
died in the arms of St. Bernard. 
Malachy was canonized in 
1199. His feast is celebrated 
Nov. 3rd. Malachy was en- 
dowed with the gift of prophecy 
and many miracles are attribut- 
ed to him. 
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THE NEED OF THE HOUR. 

The need of the hour is the introduction of an in- 
structive paper into every home. If priests are not 
convinced that the spiritual life of the parish would be 
immensely promoted by placing such literature with 
every family, it is either because they have not tried 
it, or because most of their people do not read the 
papers they receive. 

If rs took the trouble to survey the situation, 
they would discover that the people who do subscribe 
to and read an instructive paper are the good people 
of the parish ; they would probably discover that these 

ve four or five Catholic newspapers and maga- 
zines, but that the ones who need Catholic literature 
most do not read it. 

No one, we feel, is better able to pronounce judg- 
ment in this matter than the editor of OUR SUNDAY 
VISITOR, who is dealing with one-half the pastors of 
Catholic churches in the United States. There are 
priests, who, when they discover that their people do 
not respond to the ere ge to take home a copy 
of the paper from the church, give up the venture; on 
the other hand there are hundreds of priests who re- 
port that from a modest beginning’ they have suc- 
ceeded in getting one-half or two-thirds of the people 
to carry the paper home every Sunday. There are 
scores of others, and it is on their verdict that we base 
our judgment, who, having had the parish canvassed 
and a subscription to the paper placed with every 
family, report that a growing interest in everything 
that pertains to religion becomes noticeable among 
the ple generally. We hold letters from a large 
number of priests who pay for a subscription to the 
paper for all the people out of parish funds, and main- 
tain that it is an excellent investment. 

Where the paper is distributed at the church door 
it is imperative that priests insist upon the young men 
and women taking the paper home and reading it. 
They are the very ones who pass the newsboys by; yet 
they are the ones who are called on to defend their 
religion most, and the ones on whom the Church de- 
pends most in the future. They are most susceptible 
to’all the errors of the day, both in the social and re- 
ligious world, and should be enlightened on the true 

rinciples which should direct them in withstanding 
hese errors. A good way to interest these people 
would be to make them propagandists of Catholic 
Literature. Their services could be enlisted in setting 
the example to others; to them could be given charge 
of the sale of papers at the church door, and they 
could canvass subscriptions from other young people. 

As regards our paper, it is so small and the in- 
structive articles so brief, yet pointed, that no one can 
offer an excuse for not reading it thoroughly every 
week. If people have not the time on Sunday, they 
could find a little time on one of the six days interven- 
ing between two Sundays. 

Yes, get your young people interested in Catholic 
literature this year, and through them get all your 
people interested, and you wil! see for yourself 
whether your efforts for the upbuilding of both the 
financial and spiritual side of the parish will not be 
more effective. Read how this pastor has learned by 
experience to appreciate the benefits to his congrega- 
tion by the visit of a good Catholic paper to every 
home in the parish: 

The Rev. W. Pilon, pastor of St. Albert, Ontario, has sent $1,127 
to the French Catholic daily newspaper, “Le Droit,” of Ottawa, with 
the following letter: 

“Your request for subscriptions reached us just as we were debat- 
ing the erection of a statue to the Sacred Heart. This plan pleased our 
people greatly because they all desire the Sacred Heart of Jesus to 
reign visibly among them.
